Write-In Drive Seen for Palm Springs Vote 


Opposition Reported 
On Redistricting of 
City's Councilmen 


' A write-in campaign for the special Palm Springs city 
election Tuesday may grow from a swell of protests on the 
redistricting, it appeared today. 
“There has been some discus­ 
sion of running some ads support­ 
ing a write-in, but no firm deri­ 
sion Has been made. ” William J. 
Maidhof. city businessman an d 
supporter of redistricting since 
1949. said today. 
“There seems to he a great deal 
of opposition »o the councilmanic 
redistriciing plan, but much of the 
opposition isn’t articulate about 
it.** Maidhof continued. 
He explained that the primary 
issue of contention was council- 
manic refusal to place the coun­ 
cil-at-large measure on the ballot, 
to give voters a chance to decide 
between the proposed redistrict­ 
ing and a counril-at-large system. 
Law Delays Change 
“If this 
redistrictmg g o e s 
through, the issue will be dead 
here for a long time.” Maidhof 
said, apparently discussing an 
equalization nf districts. 
“Actually, the issue is not im­ 
mediate. because even if the city 
election had allowed the council* 
at-large issue and it won. the vote 
wouldn't affect the April council- 
manic elections. It would be two 
years before anv major change 
would be anparent in the vote.” 
Maidhof said. 
Issue Split Council 
The Tuesday election was set In 
the Oct. 9 council meeting when 
the counciI-at-large proposal for 
the ballot was killed on a 3-2 over­ 
ride of efforts bv Councilman Ted 
McKinney and Mayor Frank Bog- 
ert to put the measure on the bal­ 
lot. It will have a single issue of 
redistricting the seven council- 
manic districts. 
Termed an “equalization” by 
councilmanic proponents, the pro­ 
posed redistricting would reduce 
the spread of percentages between 
the districts, but would leave a 
range from 5.8 per cent of the 
1960 registered voters in district 
four to 24 per cent in district one. 
Vote Spread Varié* 
District one. now '-presented 
by Councilman Tad McKinney, cur­ 
rently has 49 per cefit of the citv’s 
6.767 registered voters. Low dis­ 
tricts are six and seven, with 2.4 
per cent each, and four, with 7.9 
per cent of the voters, plus five 
with 6.1 per cent of the voters. Dis­ 
trict two now has 18 5 per cent, 
three 14.3 cent. 
Council members are McKinney, 
one: Mayor Frank Bogert. two; 
Earle Strebe three: Mrs. Marv 
Carlin, four: Vice Mayor Kenneth 
Kirk, five: Georg* Beebe Jr.. six: 
and Harry Paisley, seven. 
In 1950. the districts ranged 
from 32.1 per cent of the voters 
in district one. to 4.6 per cent in 
district seven.

He came 
to Palm Springs and immediately 
joined the Palm Springs Police De­ 
partment as a reserve officer and 
served for eight years advancing 
every position from patrolman 
through sergeant and lieutenant to 
captain.

Between 1956 and 1960 he served 
on the Palm Springs City Council 
as representative of the third coun- 
cilmanic district. From 1958 to 
1960. he served as president of the 
League of Riverside County Ci­ 
ties. This year he was chosen to 
serve as a member of the River­ 
side County Grand Jury. 
Wolf with his awociate H. C. 
Newman, operating as the N & W 
Development Corporation, h a v e 
started processing the first Fed­ 
eral Housing Administration low 
cost rental apartment in the Coa­ 
chella Valiev. 
Wolf and his wife. Esther, re­ 
cently celebrated their 22nd wed­ 
ding anniversary. The couple have 
one daughter. LuCile. They reside 
at 1109 No. Sunrise Way.

United Nations 


UNITED NATIONS. N Y. (UPI) 
—Support developed in the Gener­ 
al Assembly today for the “two 
Chinas" concept — a UN. seat 
for the Communist Peiping re­ 
gime and one for the Nationalist 
government of Formosa. 
Both the Chinese Communists 
and the Chinese Nationalists have 
refused to acknowledge the possi­ 
bility of both regimes as legiti­ 
mate gov ernments, and the Soviet 
Union and the United States, 
their principal backers, have nev­ 
er discussed it formally. 
Jaja Wachuku. Nigeria's for­ 
eign minister, who is considered 
here as a reliable spokesman for 
much of African opinion, put the 
idea forward seriously Tuesday. 
Before that. Swedish Minister of 
State Mrs. Ulla Lindstrom. while 
favoring Communist China’s seat­ 
ing. declared that such action 
would leave the problem of Na­ 
tionalist China still to be solved 
More was expected to be heard 
of the idea when the China de 
bate continues in the assembly 
this afternoon, with Ghana, the 
Ukraine. Australia. Cuba and Ja­ 
pan listed to speak. 
The invitation was extended 
Tuesday by Hungarian Deputy 
Foreign Minister Peter Mod. in­ 
formed sources said, and Thant 
accepted. No date was said to 
have been set for the visit. 


Spa Visitor Carl C. Ernst, 64, 
Calectric President Passes Away 


Stricken while on a business trip 
to New York. Carl C. Ernst, 64. 
president of the California Elec­ 
tric Power Company, died Tues­ 
day as result of a heart attack. 
Apparently in fine health, the Cal­ 
ectric executive had left his head­ 
quarter offices in San Bernardino 
Sunday for the east. 
He was widely known in Palm 
Springs where he u-as a frequent 
visitor on business and pleasure. 
His sudden death came as a shock 
to his many friends here. 


Ernst joined the power company 
in 1920 as an electrician and work­ 
ed his way to its top position. He 
was prominent in electrical fields 
throughout the nation. In 1927 he 
became district manager for the 
Imperial Valley division of Cal- 
ectnc and in 1934 manager of the 
Nevada district. He was elected 
to the vice presidency of the com­ 
pany in 1937 and elected presi­ 
dent and n member of the direc­ 
torate in 1957. 
He held offices in many electri­ 
cal concerns and was also a trus­ 


tee of the University of Redlands. 
He was a Fellow in the American 
Institute of Electrical Engineers, 
elected to that honor for his work 
and managerial contributions to 
“the development of a rapidly ex­ 
panding and changing electric pow 
er system.” 
He is survived by his wife. 
Elizabeth, and two daughters, Mrs 
Robert M. Rothwell of Hawaii and 
Mrs. Richard E. Deardon of 
Whittier. Kis home was in Rialto. 
Funeral services will be an­ 
nounced later.

The increasing pace of commer­

The construction crew was 
installing utility lines to serve 
businesses in the area, w'hich as 
Indian-held land has until recent­ 
ly been held back because of fed­ 
eral restrictions. 
Two business developments al­ 
ready are under way in the Tah- 
quitz-Sunrise area — a laundro­ 
mat scheduled to open Saturday 
and a building for California Wat­ 
er and Telephone Co., now in the 
early stages of construction. It is 
understood several others are soon 
to start. 
Further west on Tahquitz-Mc- 
Callum substandard dwellings have 
been cleared away to permit com­ 
mercial development along the 
south side of the street near El 
Segundo. 
And the biggest new develop­ 
ment in Section 14. the new Alpha 
Beta Market and shopping center, 
is nearing completion at the inter­ 
section of Sunrise and R a m o n 
Road. 


Fighting Rages 
Second Day in 
Congo Province 


LEOPOLDVILLE, T h e Congo (UPI) - United Nations 
jets destroyed four Katangese planes at Kolwezi Airfield in a 
20-minute bombing and strafing attack today. 
The attack, announced by 
U.N. spokesman at headquarters 
in Leopoldville, all but eliminated 
the Katanga air force from ac­ 
tion and gave the U.N. control of 
the skiea over this secessionist 
province where all-out fighting 
raged into its second day. 
In another move aimed at re­ 
storing U.N. control in Katanga 
the United States announced it 
would provide up to 2! additional 
big cargo planes to aid the U.N. 
forces in the C ongo. 
A State Department announce­ 
ment in Washington said the 
planes would be available to fly 
addtfmnal tr«»Of% from U.N. na­ 
tion! directly to the front lines in 
the Congo. The planes will be 
manned by U.S. Air Force crews. 
Attack on Airport 
The U.N. air strike came short­ 
ly after a Katangese Dornier 
plane had attempted to attack the 
U.N.-held Flizabethville Airoort. 
The U.N. jets, which flew in 
from Luluabourg In Kasai Prov­ 
ince. hit the Kolwezi field before 
the Katangese planes could pet 
off the ground to attack U.N. po­ 
sitions. 
One Katangese plane, a Fouga 
jet fighter, was reported to have 
gotten airborne but was forced to 
land near Luluabourg. 
Indian and Swedish jets of the 
U.N. force also attempted to at­ 
tack the Katangese stronghold of 
Jadotville this morning but were 
thwarted by clouds. 
In and about F.lisabethvillo, 17. 
N. ground forces battled with Ka­ 
tangese troops and police. 
Simultaneously, an estimated six 
U.S. Air Force Globemaster tran­ 
sport planes stepped up supply 
flights to U.N. forces here, carry­ 
ing troops, food and military hard­ 
ware.Communications Cut Off 
The spokesman said no reoorts 
had been received here from 
Elisabethville since 8:35 a.m. lo­ 
cal lime today. 
Just before dusk today, the huge 
Globemasters began landing here 
after airlifting supplies to Ka­ 
tanga. 
Other Globemasters flew from 
Ireland with 350 fresh Irish troops. 
Some Swedish troops were flown 
out of Katanga. 
Meanwhile informed l o u r r e s 
said U.N. Acting Secretary Gen­ 
eral Thant has been informed of 
new secessionist attempt by 
Antoine Gizenga. pro-CommunM 
leader of Stanleyville Provine- 
and a vice premier in the cen­ 
tral government.

There was. anyhow, very little 
probing Newman spoke of Ja­ 
pan« struggle to make its adjust­ 
ment to its new status, but the 
major design of the program was 
to depict the superficial similar­ 
ities between East and West.

I pov erty, the slums of Tokyo and 
' Osaka, the plight of the day labor* 
¡er and the labor broker in all this 
upheaval. 
In short, the study was pegged 
i to the easy, obvious, crowd pleas* 
ting and mildly chauvinistic ap­ 
proach. Not enough attention was 
devoted to the people of Japan 
and the forces controlling their 
reactions to their varied prob­ 
lems. A pretty show? Yes. An im­ 
portant show .» No.

Wives of 
Communist diplomats serve as 
cipher experts, contacts and even 
as agen is of MVD, the Soviet sec­ 
ret police. 
Just last July. Edward Hunter, 
author of “ Brainwashing in Red 
China.” told the Senate Internal 
Security subcommittee that “ the 
Moscow - Peiping - through - Ha­ 
vana axis maintains a clandestine 
warfare planning and operational 
section directly dealing with the 
United States . . . This Red op­ 
erational group, made up of per­ 
sons with diplomatic entry in 
Washington and at the United Na 
tions . . . watched the anti-Com 
munist movement grow in grass 
roots manner, and fast, and saw 
it reach sizable proportions. 
Confronted by the awakening of 
many Americans to the menace 
of communism, the Reds in this 
country are now aggressively wag 
ing an “anti-anti-Communrst drive 
aimed at weakening and confus 
ing United Siates citizens 
The United States has waged an 
unrelenting fight to stamp out 
Communist subversion of govern­ 
ment — in Washington, in the 
states, in every level of govern­ 
ment. The presence of embassies 
and consulates of iron curtain 
countries has given the Reds s 
foothold. But since 1945. at Flush 
ing Meadows on Long Island and 
at U.N.’s imposing headquarters 
on Manhattan, the Reds have had 
the biggest base of all from which 
to direct their operations.

By HARRY FERGUSON 
LONDON (UPI)—It started with 
what seemed to be a harmless 
statement by her m ajesty’s for­ 
estry commission that for certain 
purposes the American oak tree 
(quercus rubra) was superior to 
the British oak (quercus robur) 
Tree lovers of Britain—and that 
comprises total population—flew 
into a rage that may shake the 
foundations of the Anglo-American 
alliance. 
The crisis centers on Sherwood 
Forest where Robin Hood and his 
merry men put the television in­ 
dustry inro their eternal debt hun­ 
dreds of years ago by acting out 
short plays without the benefit of 
camera, script or director. 
Taller And Quicker 
Her m ajesty’s forestry experts 
proposed to start planting Ameri­ 
can oak trees in Sherwood Forest 
and this is the statement that set 
the winds of controversy howling 
The English oak needs sheltered 
and secluded spots. The Ameri 
oak will flourish in poor, 
sandy soil and grows taller and 
quicker.” 
It was inevitable that British 
tree lovers would bare their fangs 
and leap at the throat of her 
majesty’s commission. The only 
question was which one would get 
there First. The honor went 
Sir Shane Leslie. 76. chairman of 
organization known as “ The 
Men of Trees” and cousin of Sir 
Winston Churchill. 
Sir Shane’s organization is dedi­ 
cated to the preservation of Brit­ 
ish forests and in his opinion the 
greatest piece of legislation ever 
passed by parliam ent is a 100 
•ear-old law making it an offense 
to cut down a sapling, especially 
with “intent to steal.” 
Proposes Test 
Absolute nonsense.” roared Sir 
Shane at the forestry commission 
Nothing can be better than 
English oak which has evolved in 
Sherwood Forest for thousands of 
years. If the people responsible 
for this irresponsible proposal 
would like to test it. let us plant 
an English oak and an American 
one side by side. Then in 500 
years we will know who is right 
It was suggested to Sir Shane 
that t h e forestry commission 
might not want to delay its deci­ 
sion for 500 years. 
“ Precisely,” he replied. “ They 
are trying to rush this thing 
throuph willy-nilly because* they 
know only too well that tim e is 
on my side.” 
At this writing her m ajesty’s 
forestry commission has gone into 
secret session.
